Claim 1 is allowable. The election of species , as set forth in the Office 
action mailed on 8/22/2007 , has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of 
claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821 .04(a). The restriction 
requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the 
limitations of an allowable claim. Claims 4 and 13-15, directed to another 
species, are no longer withdrawn from consideration because the claim(s) 
requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. Thus, the foregoing claims have 
been re-joined. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, 
applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is 
allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional 
statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the 
instant application.

The closest prior art is Kelm (US 5486215). Kelm does not disclose nor 
suggest the inner end of the anode exposed. The anode 16 is covered by the 
separator 28 to protect against internal short circuit conditions or puncture (2:29- 
33).
